REGULATIONS  FOR  DOMINION  FOREST 
RESERVES. 


Interpretation. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other- 
wise requires  — 

(a.)  “Minister”  means  the  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior. 

(h.)  “Director”  means  the  Director  of  Forestry. 

(c.)  “Forest  Officer”  means  any  officer  of  the 
Forestry  Branch  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior. 

(fZ.)  “Dominion  Lands”  means  lands  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  which  are  within  or  which 
comprise  any  Dominion  Forest  Reserve  to  which 
(he  provisions  of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves 
and  Parks  Act  ” apply. 

Trespass. 

2.  The  following  acts  are  prohibited  on  Dominion 
lands  within  Dominion  Forest  Reserves:' — 

(a.)  Locating  or  settling  upon,  using  or  other- 
wise occupying  such  lands,  except  such  occupation 
a^3  is  authorized  under  regulations  established  under 
the  authority  of  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves 
and  Parks  Act,”  or  is  authorized  by  a lease  or 
licence  granted  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  forest 
reserve. 

(h.)  Allowing  stock  to  be  driven  through  or 
grazed  upon  such  lands  without  a permit. 

(c.)  Taking,  cutting,  removing,  destroying,  or 
injuring  any  tree,  hay,  or  other  natural  product 
or  object  in  or  upon  such  lands  without  a 
permit,  sale  or  licence,  except  upon  landr^  leased 
or  licensed  'prior  to  the  creation  of  the  forest 
reserve  when  such  cutting  and  removing  is  con- 
sii^ttent  with  the  terms  of  the  lease  or  licence. 

(rj.)  Cutting  or  removing  timber  upon  lands 
covererl  by  a lease,  licence,  or  permit  for  surface 
or  mining  rights  unlcs's  such  right  of  reimoval  is 
expre.'Asly  conveyed  by  the  lease  or  licence. 

3.  The  following  acts  arc  prohibited  within  the 
Dominion  Forest  Reserve  : — 

(n.)  Setting  out  or  causing  to  be  set  out  any 
fire  in  the  open  air,  except  for  cooking  or  camping 
purposes,  without  a permit  between  the  l.oth  day 
of  April  and  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each.  year. 

(5.)  Taking,  trapping,  killing  or  injuring  of  any 
fish  without  a permit. 

(e.)  Hunting,  .(rapping,  taking,  wounding  or  in- 
juring of  any  wild  animal  or  bird'  on  such  laudH  as 
iiave  been  declared  a game  reserve  under  the  auth- 
ority of  “The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks 
Act.” 

(d.)  Removing,  defacing,  or  destroying  of  any 
building  or  other  public  properly  or  of  any  post, 
mark,  or  notice  est.ablishe<l  or  posted'  in  connection 
with  the  administration  of  the  reserves  or  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirement^^  of  the  regulations. 

(c. ) Using  the  sta'inp  “ D.F.R..”  or  any  other 
sta.mp  or  brand  which  may  be  selected,  as  the  official 
stamp  of  the  Department,  except  by  a forest  officer. 

'Setting  of  Fires  and  Use  of  Fire. 

4.  The  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  under 
his  instructions  may  grant  permits  for  (he  setting 
out  of  fires  during  the  closed  eieason  between  the 
15th  day  of  April  and  the  31st  day  of  October  in 
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each  vear,  as  established  by  section  3 of  these 
regulations,  and  the  director  is  authoriz^ed  to  exteiul 
the  closed  season  during  periods  of  (special  danger. 

5.  Every  person  who  makes  or  starts  a nie  m 
the  open  air  for  cooking  or  camping  .puiposes 
shall^ — 

(a.)  'Select  a bare  rock  whereon  to  kind'le  such 
fire  wherever  possible,  and  if  there  be  no  bare  rock 
in  'the  neighbourhood,  then  a site  on  which  there  w 
the  smallest  quantity  of  vegotable  matter,  dead 
trees,  branches,  brushwood',  dry  leaves,  or  resinous 
trees. 

(&.)  Clear  the  place  in  which  he  is  about  to 
light  the  fire  by  removing  all  vegetable  matter,  dead 
trees,  branches,  brushwood,  and  dry  leaves  from  the 
(?oil  within  a radius  of  ten  feet  from  'the  fire. 

(c. ) Exercise  and  observe  every  possible  precau- 
tion 'to  prevent  such  fire  from  spreading,  and  care- 
fully extinguish  the  same  before  quitting  the  place. 

G.  Any  person  .wbo  throws  or  drops  any  burning 
match.,  ashes  fro'm  a pipe,  lighted’  cigar,  or  any 
other  burning  substance,  or  who  diischarges  any 
firearms  within  a forest  reserve  shall  co.mpletely 
extinguish  before  leaving  the  spot  Ihe  fire  of  such 
match,  ashes  of  a pipe,  cigar,  wadding  of  the  fire- 
arm, or  other  burning  substance. 

7.  Any  Act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  for 
the  protection  of  forestis  from  fire  of  any  Province 
in  which  a forest  reserve  is  situated  shall  be 
applicable  to  such,  forest  reserve,  and  any  breach 
of  such  Act  or  regulations  made  thereunder  shall 
be  held  to  be  a breach  of  the  regulations  hereby 
establi/«ihed  and  shall  rendier  the  person  or  persons 
guilty  of  such  In-each  liable  to  the  'penalty  provided 
by  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks 
Act  ” in  addition  to  any  penalty  or  penalties  pro-' 
vided  by  Ihe  Provincial  Act. 

S.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly, 
personally,  or  through  any  servant,  employee,  or 
agent, — 

(a.)  Kindle  a fire  or  let  it  run  at  large  on  any 
land  not  his  own  property  ; 

(h.)  I’ermit  any  fire  to  pass  from  hirs  own  land  ; 
or 

(c. ) 'Allow  any  fire  under  his  charge,  custody 
or  control,  or  nnder  the  charge,  custody  or  control 
of  anj-'  servant,  employee,  or  agent,  to  run  at  large, 
with  the  result  that  such  fire  shall  pass  into  any 
forest  reserve,  shall  be  liable  in  addition  to  any 
penalty  impo(^ed'  by  any  I’rovincial  Act.  to  the 
penalty  imposed  by  “ The  Reserves  Act  ” for  any 
breach  of  these  rcgnlations. 

9.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  drive  of  timber 
or  survey  or  exploring  party,  or  of  any  otlver  party 
in  any  forest  reserve,  shall  provide  himself  with  a 
copy  of  these  regulations,  and'  shall  rnee  that  the 
men  under  his  charge  are  fully  informed  of  the 
provisions  thereof;  and  in  case  a breach  of  these 
regulations  is  committed  by  any  of  them  he  shall 
be  liable  to  the  penally  for  such  breach  as  if  it  had 
been  committed  by  himself,  unless  he  establishes 
that  such  breach  was  committed  without  his  know- 
led'ge  and  contrary  to  his  instructions,  but  such 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  'pemon  in  charge  of 
any  such  party  shall  not  relieve  any  member  of  his 
party  from  personal  liability  for  any  such  breach. 

10.  Every  engine  operated  by  the  power  of  steam 
liass'ing  through  or  located  in  a forest  reserve  shall, 
by  the  company  or  authority  using  the  same,  be 
provided  with  and  have  in  use  all  the  'most  im- 
jirovcd  and  efficient  .appliances  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  fire  from  the  furnace  or  ash-pan,  or  from 
the  smoke-st.ack  of  such  engine,  and'  it  shall  bo  the 
duty  of  every  engineer  in  charge  of  any  such  engine 
to  use  all  necessary  means  and  apipliances  to  pre- 
vent the  esca.pe  of  fire. 

11,.  Every  company  operating  a railroad  by  the 
power  of  steam  shall,  whore  such  railroad'  passeci 
through  a forest  reserve,  establish  and  maintain 
along  'the  line  (hereof  at  such  points  and  for  such 
distances  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Minister  to  be 
neccc'i.s'ary  on  each  slide  of  such  line  of  railroad  ,as 
may  be  decided'  by  the  Minister,  a good  and 
snfiicient  fire-guard  to  be  made  by  ploughing  the 
land  to  the  e.vtent  of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  in 
width  on  the  .side  of  the  fine'-guard  farthest  from 
the  railroad,  and  by  burning  or  otherwise  freeing 
from  inflammable  material  the  spaces  between  sucli 
ploughing  and  snch  line  of  railroad  ; provided,  how- 
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ever,  that  fi'Oin  the  l.jth  April  to  the  olst  October 
iro  fire  t^hall  be  started  for  the  piirposie  of  clearing 
i-'uch  fire-gnard  without  a perinit  from  a forest 
ranger. 

12.  Every  company  operating  a railroad  l)y  tlie 
|)ower  of  steam  shall’,  at  all  tims's,  keep  its  right-of- 
way  and  such  fire-gnards  free  from  wood  and  other 
inlfammahle  'material  ami  In  such  condition  aiS'  not 
to  allow  lire  to  spread  therein  and  therefrom. 

lo.  Every  railway  company  which  is  not  under 
the  aU'thority  of  the  Board  of  Bailway  Commis- 
sioners for  Canada  operating  a railroad*  by  the 
pC'Wer  of  steam  within  ^a  forest  rer-'erve  shall  pro- 
vide a patrol  along  its  line  during  any  period  when 
■there  is  danger  of  lire,  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Minister  or  any  forest  oHicer 
acting  under  his  instructions,  and  the  Minister  or 
such,  officer  acting  under  hisi  instructions'  may  pre^ 
s'cribe  the  number  of  patrolmen  to  be  employed,  the 
freciueney  of  the  patrol,  and  the  equipment  to  be 
furnished'  such  patrolmen. 

14.  Any  forest  officer  may  set  out  fire  or  cause 
the  same  to  be  set  O'Ut  under  his  instructions  .within 
a forest  reserve  at  any  lime  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  the  timber  or  decreasing  fire  danger,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  required  for  the  proper  ad- 
ministration of  the  reserve. 

DlSrOSAL  OF  TiMUFK  by  I’ERMIT,  SALE  OK  LICENCE. 

J^aid  Permits. 

1.1.  The  director,  or  any  other  forest  officer  act- 
ing under  his  instructions,  may  grant  annual  per- 
mits for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the  forest 
reserves,  subject  to  the  conditiong  provid'ed  by  these 
regulations. 

IG.  Permits  for  the  cutting  of  timber  upon  the 
foresd  reserves  may  be  granted  without  co'inpeti- 
tiou  as  follows : — 

(«.)  To  -actual  settlers  living  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  nearest  boundary  of  a forest  res'crve  for 
their  own  use  upon  lands  occupied  by  them. 

(h.)  To  miners  and;  pro.speotors  for  timber  ro- 
(]uired  for  development  work  upon  mining  claims 
held  by  them. 

(c.)  For  municipal  or  public  works  and  for  the 
erection  of  schioolis  and  churches  in  rural  d'istricts. 

(d.)  For  the  erection  of  build'ings  or  other  struc- 
tures required'  in  connection  with  any  authorized 
use  of  the  reserve  on  lands  within  the  reserve,  ex- 
cept upon  such  lands  as  'are  included  within  the 
limits  of  a town.site. 

(c. ) To  any  person  or  any  number  of  persons 
co-operating  who  hohl  proper  water  reoordr-’,  for 
the  consti'ucting  of  flumes,  d'a-ms,  or  'other  .struc- 
tures to  be  used  to  obtain  water  for  irrigating  the 
laiul  or  lands  of  such  'person  or  persons,  provided 
that  no  company  engaged  in  or  incorporated'  for 
th('  purpose  of  Sfdling.  leasing,  or  otherwise  dis- 
posing of  land  'or  water  as  a commercial  enter- 
prise. .shall  be  entitled  to  a 'permit  under  this 
regulation. 

if.)  To  the  holders  of  'permits  'or  leases  for 
righl.'-'-of-way  for  the  couslructiou  of  roads,  trails, 
telephone  or  lelegraph  lines,  or  other  authorized 
use  of  forest  reserve  land,  for  such  timber  ai-*  is 
recpiired  to  be  cut  from  the  right-of-way  in  order 
to  make  it  available  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
permit  or  lea.^'c  of  occupation  is  granted. 

(p.)  To  'any  comijany  consiruciiug  a railroad 
through  a forest  I’eserve  under  proper  authoi'ily, 
or  t'o  any  person  holding  a contract  from  such  com- 
pany for  cutting  ties  or  li'inber  for  constructing 
such  railroad,  for  ties  ami  olhei-  coni-'truction  lim- 
ber. including  timber  for  buildings  recpiired  in  con- 
nc'crliou  with  the  construction,  np'on  any  tract  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  railroad. 

17.  The  maximum  quanlilies  which  may  be 
gr'anted'  under  pei'init  to  the  ptu'sun  .specified  in 
sc'clion  IG  are  as  follows: — 

(«.)  To  actual  settlers  (sub.section  (»/).  section 
IG)  BbfKM)  feet  board  measure  of  I'aw  logs,  .UK) 
f('nct'  pois't.y  ."(M)  fence  rails  not  over  six  inches  in 
sliameler  at  the  butl.  I.G'tlO  lineal  feet  of  I'ound 
building  timber.  '2~>  cords  of  wood  for  fuel. 

(h.)  To  miners  and  i)ro.spectors  (i-aibseclion  (b), 
s(*ction  IG)  .bO.tMM)  fe(‘l  board  mejisure  of  timber  or 
its  cfiuivalent. 


(c. ) For  municipal  and  'iniblic  works  (i-’ubtsec- 
tion  {h).  section  IG)  whatever  timber  is'  required, 
'and  for  churches  and  schools  in  rural  districts' 20,01)1) 
feet  beard  measure  or  its  equivalent. 

(d.)  To  occupants,  permittees,  or  lessees  (sub- 
section ((/),  section  LG)  3,000'  lineal  feet  of  building 
logs.  r>0t>  roof-pole.s  not  over  r’ix  inches  in  d'iameter 
at  the  butt. 

(c.)  For  irrigation  purposes  (subsemtion  (c).  sec- 
tion IG)  .LO.O'OO  feet  board  measure  or  its  equiva- 
lent. 

IS.  The  minimum  rates  of  dues  which  may  be 
charged  for  a timber  permit  are  as  follows: — 

(a.)  ‘C'OrdwO'Od,  2.j  cents  per  cord. 

(h.)  Mining  prepo’  and;  poles',  other  than  tele- 
graph and  tele'phone  poles.  U cent  per  lineal  foot, 
(c. ) Fence  posts,  1 cent  each. 

(d.)  I’oles  or  rails  (not  to  exceed  stix  inches  'at 
the  butt),  2 cents  each. 

(c. ) TelO'phone  and  'telegraph,  poles,  % cent  'per 
lineal  foot  for  'poles  2.j  feet  in  length  and'  under; 
1 cent  'per  lineal  foot  for  poles  over  2.L  feet  in 
length. 

if.)  Shingle-bolts,  .LO  cents'  per  cord. 

(p.)  Bailway-ties,  3 cents  each. 

(/(.)  iSaw-logs',  .$1.00  iper  thousand  feet  board 
meai?ure. 

(i.)  Dead  ti'inber  on  the  'R-ocky  M'ountain  Forest 
Reserve.  .30  cents  per  thousand  feet  board  measure. 

(/.)  Round  building  timber,  % cent  per  lineal 
foot. 

1!).  When  in  the  opinion  'of  the  Minister  it  ic 
necess'ary  to  take  special  measures  for  the  improv'e'- 
inent  of  any  forest  )'ei^er\e,  or  for  the  euconrage- 
ment  of  any  specially  valuable  .S'pecies’  of  timber 
within  a forest  reserve,  he  may  vary  the  reqiiire- 
meuts  of  the  regulations  ami  the  scale  of  dues  to 
be  cliarged  t'o  such  an  extent  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  that  'purpose,  provided,  that  not  lesr^  than 
the  minimum  rate  of  dues  fixed  by  the  regulation.-;’ 
may  be  charged'. 

20.  The  director  may  fix  the  dues  on  any  classes 
of  timber  which  may  not  have  been  .provided  Lir 
in  these  regulations,  provided  that  such  dues  .--’hall 
not,  when  reduced  to  the  same  staudardr’,  be  less 
than  the  minimnin  dues  fixed  by  thes'e  regulations. 

Free  Permits. 

21.  A permit  'to  cut  2.1  cordsi  of  dry  wood  free 
of  dues  may  be  granted  to  any  ap'plicant  for  his 
own  nse. 

22.  Any  bona-fide  occupant  of  a homestead  who 
has  the  right  to  a permit  to  cut  timber  free  of  dues 
under  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the  regula- 
tions governing  the  granting  of  yearly  licences,  and 
permits  to  ent  timber  on  Dominion  landis  estab- 
lii'died  by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  1st  day  of 
.Tilly,  l.'^OS,  asi  amended  by  subsequent  Orders  in 
Oouncil,  'Or  who  may  acquire  the  right  under  the 
.‘aaid.  regulations  and  amendments  thereto,  may  bo 
granted  a permit  to  exercis'e  such  rights  within 
any  forest  reserve  covered  by  the  regulations  here- 
by established,  provided  the  application  for  such 
liermit  is  'made  within  five  years  of  the  dat'C  of 
homestead  entry,  but  the  permittee  mus.t  comply 
with  the  re(|uiremeutsi  of  the  regulatious  hereby 
e.stablis’hed  or  of  any  amendment  tliereto. 

OeNERAI.  CONDFPION.S  UOVER.NING  PERMITS. 

23.  An  office  fee  of  2.3  cents  shall  be  required 
before  any  permit  is  issued.  The  fee  and  dues  in 
connection  with  any  iiermit  mui-'t  be  iiaid  in  full 
before  the  permit  is  is.sued,  and  all  outs’l'anding 
permits  must  have  been  returned'. 

24.  Permits  for  cutting  timber  si'iall  exjiire  on 
the  firsit  day  of  May  next  succeeding  the  date  of 
issue,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than 
one  permit  in  .one  year  of  each  clas.-j  provided  for 
by  thcf-ie  regulations,  exce])ting  for  the  classes  of 
permits  jirovided  for  iu  subsiwtions  (/)  and  {;/)  of 
section  IG  of  thes’e  regulations.  Each  permit  shall 
designate  the  location  in  which  the  cutting  is  to  be 
done  and  the  quantities'  ami  classifs  of  timber  to 
be  cut  thereunder. 

2.3.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of 
the  jiermit  by  a iiermittee  or  failure  to  comtily 
with  'Ihe  ins’lructioui-'  of  the  officer  in  cliarge  of  the 
reserve,  or  the  forest  ranger,  shall  render  the  per- 
mit liable  to  cancellation  and,  in  the  discretion  of 
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the  M'inister,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any  further 
or  other  permit  shall  be  witliclrawn. 

2l).  All  timber  cutting  upon  tlie  reaerves  shall  be 
(lone  under  the  control  of  the  forest  ranger  or  other 
otlicer  and  subject  to  hi.s  instructiony,  and  shall  be 
i-’ubject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(«.)  Only  such  timber  shall  be  cut  as  is  desig- 
nated by  the  forest  officer. 

(b.)  A’o  unnecessary  damage  shall  be  done  to 
the  young  growth  or  to  trees  left  standing. 

(c. ) All  merchantable  portions  shall  be  taken 
from  the  tree.?  cut,  and  there  shall  be  no  unneces'- 
Hary  waste  of  timber. 

((/.)  Stumps  shall  not  be  cut  higher  than  IS 
inches  without  special  pennissiou  from  the  forest 
officer. 

(c.)  All  the  debris  of  operations  shall  be  piled 
for  burning  unless  written  permission  to  the  con- 
trary is  given  by  the  forest  otlicer. 

Salks  without  Cojipetition. 

27.  The  director  or  any  other  forerd  officer  acting 
under  his  instructions  may  sell  timber  without 
competition  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(ff.)  To  residents  of  itowus  and  villages  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  their  own  use  in  quan- 
tities not  to  exceed  3,000  lineal  feet  of  round 
timber,  and  .">U0  roof-poles  not  to  e'xceed  tl  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  butt  in  any  one  year  at  an  upset 
price  not  Iciss  than  that  fixed  by  these  resolutions 
for  permits. 

(b.)  To  any  applicant  for  his  own  use  or  for 
sale  or  barter  green  or  dry  cordwoodi  at  not  less 
■than  2.”)  cents  per  cord,  and  in  amounts  not  to 
exceed  400  cords  on  any  one  permit. 

Sales  by  Tender. 

2.S.  The  director  may  approve  of  contracts  for 
the  sale  of  timber  from  the  forest  reserves  in 
(juantities  not  to  exceed  5, 000,000  feet  board 
measure,  or  itis  equivalent,  on  any  one  sale,  and  for 
a period  of  removal  not  to  exceed  five  years,  pro- 
vicliug  that  the  timber  so  sold  shall  have  been 
advertis’ed  for  sale  in  a newspaper  circulating  in 
the  district  in  which  the  timber  is  situatedi  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  30  dayr'.  The  director  may 
fix  the  upset  price  and  other  conditions  of  the 
contract  subject  to  the.se  regulations.  If  no  tender 
is  received  the  timber  so  advertised  may  be  dis- 
■posed  of  at  private  sale  at  not  le.ss  tban  the  upset 
price  at  which  the  cale  was  advertised. 

20.  Applications  for  sales  of  timber  under 
.o.O<X),OUO  feet  shall  be  made  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  forest  reserve  on  forms  provided  by  the  De- 
partment to  be  forwarded  to  the  director. 

30.  AH  apidications  for  sales  of  timber  made 
under  section  2S  shall  be  accompanied  by  a deposit 
of  .ii.bO.  in  case  the  timl)er  is  not  advertised  for 
iiale,  or  if  it  is  advertised  and  the  depositor  is  not 
the  successful  tenderer,  his  tender  will  be  returned. 
If  the  timber  is-  advertised  and  no  tender  is  re- 
ociv(‘d  the  deposit  will  bo  forfeited.  If  the  deposi- 
tor is  tlie  .succes.sful  tenderer  the  deposit  will  be 
retainedi  and  applii'd  to  the  payment  of  the  dues. 

31.  Each  person  rJubmitting  a tender  for  timber 
advertised  under  tliese  regulation.s  yhall  be  re- 
quired to  (h'posit  with  his  tender  an  amount  equal 
to  not  le.-vi  tlian  one-fiftli  of  the  total  dues  at  the 
irpset  price  on  tlie  quantity  of  timber  to  l)e  yold 
when  the  total  does  not  exet-ed  .'f.b.OOO.  and  one- 
tenth  when  tlie  total  exceeds  that  amount.  'I'his 
duposit  shall  bo  retained,  in  eas'c  the  lender  is 
acc(M>ted  and  shall  be  i-eturned  if  the  tender  is  re- 
jected. The  pei'son  to  whom  the  timber  is-  awarded 
.yliall  immediately  sign  an  agreement  to  conduct  the 
oiieratiou  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  the 
sale  and  the  regulations  of  the  forest  reserve. 

(b.)  The  purchai-'cr  sdiall  kecq)  a rec-ord  of  the 
timber  cut  either  by  scale,  count,  or  nmasurement. 
as  map  be  s'pecified  on  forms  iirc’sci'ibed  by  the 
Department,  and  s-iich  iTcord  shall  be  open  to  in- 
spection by  any  foresk  otlicer  at  any  time.  Sworn 
returns  shall  also  be  furnished  (piarterly  by  the 
purchaser  showing  the  (piantity  of  timber  cut,  and 
payimuit  of  the  duicJon  the  ti.mb'.T  so  report('d  shall 
be  made  at  the.^’e  (piarterly  pc-riods.  I'he  (Uqiosit 
made  with  the  tender  shall  be  retained  and  aiiplied 
in  sndthunent  of  the  two  last  (piarterly  returns,  and 
all  deposits  in  excess  of  the  amount  found  to  be  due 
slrall  be  refunded  when  the  sale  is  cloi-ed.  Sales 


tshall  be  closed  by  the  director  on  the  repor-t  of  the 
forest  officer  in  charge  to  the  effect  that  all  con 
dition.-i  of  the  contract  have  been  complied  'Vith. 

(c.)  Contracts  may  be  cancelled  by  -the  Ministet 
for  failure  to  comply  witb  the  conditions  of  the 
same,  and  all  dejiosits  shall  be  forfeited  on  such 
cancellation. 

32.  The  director  may  require  that  bonds  be  given 
for  the  fulfilment  of  the  condltioniJ  of  the  contract 
wlu'never  in  his  opinion  it  is  desirable. 

33.  No  person  to  whom  a sale  of  timber  has  been 
made,  as’  provided  for  in  section  28,  s-hall  be  eligible 
to  tender  on  another  sale  during  the  term  of  the 
contract  of  sale  except  within  .a  period  of  six 
months  prior  to  the  expiration  thereof  and  unles.s 
the  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been  complied 
with. 

Seizure, s. 

34.  All  timber  cut  within  a forest  reserve  with- 
out proper  authority  shall  be  liable  to  seizure, 
whether  in  the  possession  of  the  person  by  whom 
it  was  cut  or  of  any  other  persons,  and  whether 
it  has  or  has  not  been  removed  from  the  reserve  ; 
and  the  person  by  whom  the  timber  was  cut  shall, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Minister,  forfeit  all^  right 
to  obtain  a permit  within  a forest  reserve,  in  ad- 
dition to  any  other  penalty  provided  by  “The 
Forest  Reserves  Act,”  or  by  these  regulations. 
Unless  the  person  who  cut  the  timber  can  e.^tablish 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done  without 
wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regnlatiou;?,  the 
timber  shall  be  confiscated  and  may  be  dispensed  of 
by  public  auction  after  proper  advertis-emenf,  and. 
if  no  bid  equal  to  the  amount  due  the  Government 
is  received,  maj'  bo  disiposed  of  by  private  sale.  If 
it  is  established  that  the  cutting  was  done  without 
wilful  intent  to  contravene  the'  regulations,  the 
timber  may  be  released  on  payment  of  a fine 
equivalent  to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  timber 
seized,  which  may  be  collected  whether  the  timber 
is  .partly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

35.  If  timber  has  been  cut  on  a forest  reiverve 
without  authority,  and  lias  been  removed  beyond 
the  reach  of  the  forest  officers',  .the  person  respon- 
sible for  the  cutting,  whether  done  by  himself  or 
some  person  employed,  by  him,  .“hall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  and  not  exceedr 
ing  three  dollars  for  each  free  unlawfully  cut.  If 
the  person  rct-pousiible  for  cutting  the  timber  un- 
lawfully can  establish  that  the  cutting  was  done 
without  wilful  intent  to  infringe  the  regulations,  he 
may  be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Min- 
ister on  payniEnt  of  at  least  double  duos  on  the 
(luantity  cut,  as  determined  by  the  forest  officer. 

Grazing  oe  Live-stock. 

3(>.  I’ermits  for  a period  not  to  exceed  one  year 
for  the  grazing  of  live-stock  on  forest  reserves  may 
bo  granted  by  the  l>ir(HMor  of  Forestry,  or  any 
f'orot'it  officer  acting  under  his  instructions,  except 
where  it  may  be  determiiu'd  by  tbe  Minister  that 
the  exclusion  of  stock  is  n(H‘es'.“ary  for  Hie  protec- 
tion of  the  i-eserve. 

37.  The  number  and  kind  of  stock  which  may  be 
grazu'd  upon  each  grazing  district  in  each  reserve, 
and  the  pi-rioil  during  which  the  grazing  will  be 
permitted,  shall  be  determiiKHl  for  each  year  by  the 
Director  of  Forestry. 

3S.  Apiilications  for  the  grazing  .of  stock  shall  be 
made  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  Any 
.iliplicatioiit-i  received  after  the  tir.'-t  day  of  IMarch 
“hall  b('  entitled  to  coiis-ideration  only  after  the 
aiiplications  receivi'd  prior  to  such  date'  have  been 
satisfied  or  disposed  of.  Apiilleatlons  for  grazin,g 
liermits  must  be  made  on  the  form  iirescribed  by 
the  Director  of  Forestry  for  lluit  pnr.po.-ie.  and  must 
give  the  information  called  for  by  s-uch  form,  in- 
cluding the  braiuli-'  for  the  identification  of  the 
“t’oek. 

3!).  In  (-onsiidering  applications  for  grazing  per- 
mits on  a forest  lavserve  the  following  clashes'  of 
applicants  shall  be  coiusidered  in  tin*  following 
order  of  prderenco  : — 

'('i.AS.s  1. — .I’erson.-i  owning  and  residing  u,])on 
Improved,  ranch  'or  farm  ju-operty  near  a forest  re- 
serve who  are  (le.pendent  on  th.e  forest  reserve  for 
rang*'  for  their  s-tock  and  who  do  not  own  more 
stock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the  district. 
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'Class  2. — Persons  owning  improved  ranch  or 
farm  property  near  a forest  reserve  wlio  are  de- 
pendent on  the  forest  reserve  for  range  for  their 
stock,  'but  wh.o  do  not  reside  on  the  property,  or 
who  own  more  stock  than  the  grazing  unit  for  the 
district. 

Class  3. — Persons  who  do  not  own  improved 
propei'ty  near  the  forest  reiserve  or  who  are  not 
dependent  on  the  forest  reserve  for  range. 

Applications  from  persons  in  Class  3 may  be  re- 
fused if  the  applications  from  persons  in  Classes  1 
and  2 are  for  a number  of  stock  equal  to  the 
maximum  fixed  by  the  director  under  section  37  of 
these  regulations. 

40.  An  office  fee  of  25  cents  shalL  be  required 
before  any  permit  is  issued.  The  Director  of 
Forestry  shall  fix  the  dues  for  grazing  permits  for 
each  forest  reserve.  The  minimum  dues  for  a 
grazing  permit  for  cattle  or  horses  whall  be  5 cents 
Ijer  headi  per  month,  and  the  maximum  shall  be 
10  cents  per  head  per  month,  but  no  permit  shall  be 
granted  for  less  than  25  cents  per  head. 

The  rate  of  dues  charged  for  sheep  shall  be  one- 
fourth  of  that  charged  for  cattle. 

If  the  tract  to  be  grazed  is  enclosed  by  a fence 
the  dues  for  a grazing  permit  may  be  increased  to 
25  cents  per  head  per  month  or  .^1  per  head  for 
the  season. 

The  fees  and  dues  in  connection  with  any  permit 
must  be  paid  in  full  before  the  permit  is  issued. 

Only  stock  six  months  old  or  over  will  be  counted 
in  the  determination  of  the  dues  for  a permit. 

41.  The  Director  of  Forestry  may  establish  a 
fixed  number  of  stock  as  a grazing  unit  for  each  for- 
est reserve,  the  basis  of  the  minimum  unit  being  the 
number  of  stock  which  can  be  carried  during  the 
winter  in  connection  with  a homestead  or  simalJ 
ranch ; and  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  permits 
for  grazing  stock  are  issued  in  any  grazing  district 
may  be  increased  to  the  number  of  grazing  units 
which  will  be  supported  by  the  maximum  limit  for 
the  grazing  district,  and  the  number  of  stock  grazed 
on  the  district  by  any  one  person  may  be  red'uced 
to  the  grazing  unit  on  such  scale  of  reduction  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  director,  but  any  such  reduc- 
tion shall  be  made  only  at  the  close  of  a grazing- 
season  and  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed.  20% 
of  the  total  number  of  stock  grazed  in  the  grazing 
dis'trict  by  such  person  under  permit. 

42.  All  cattle  and  horses  over  six  mouthrs  old 
must  be  branded  being  permitted  to  graze  on  the 
forest  reserve. 

43.  When  a permittee  wishes  to  drive  stock  on 
the  reserve  he  musk  before  doing  so  give  at  least 
two  weeks’  notice  to  the  forest  ranger  or  .the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  reserve,  by  mail  or  otherwise, 
skating  the  number  of  stock  to  be  driven  in. 
'Similar  notice  must  also  be  given  when  the  stock 
are  to  be  removed. 

44.  At  the  expiration  of  the  permit  the  permittee 
shall  reni'ove  his  stock  from  the  reserve,  and  if  this 
is  not  done  within  fifteen  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  pei-mit  the  forest  zuuger  or  the  officer  in 
cliarge  of  the  reserve  may  have  the  stock  removed 
and  the  Department  will  a-rsume  no  responsibility 
for  the  loss  of  the  stock  or  for  damage  occasioned 
by  them. 

45.  Any  stock  removed  from  tlie  reserve  before 
file  lexpiration  of  the  permit  may  bo  replaced  by 
other  stock,  to  an  equal  number,  owned  by  the  per- 
mittee. 

4G.  If  the  .stock  .are  sold  during  the  term  of  the 
permit  the  permit  shall  be  surrendered  and  a new 
permit  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  will 
be  issued  free  of  dues  to  the  purchaser  of  flie  stock. 

47.  All  Htock  grazed  under  permit  must  be 
su'pplied  with  .salt  at  such  places  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  desiguated  by  the  forest  ranger. 

48.  The  carcasses  of  any  animaVs  on  the  reserves 
which  die  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  burneel, 
and  any  carcasses  which  are  in  the  vicinity  of  any 
supply  or  body  of  water  or  any  habitation  must 
be  removed  or  buried'  by  the  owner  in  accordance 
with  'the  instructions  of  the  forest  ranger. 

4!).  Fermits  for  driving  skock  across  a reserve 
may  be  grantwl  by  tire  forest  officer  in  charge  of 
the  reserve  on  such  conditions  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 


50.  Any  breach  of  the  regulations  or  conditions 
of  the  permit  by  a permittee,  or  failure  to  comply 
with  'the  instructions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
reserve  or  of  the  forest  ranger,  shall  render  the 
permit  liable  to  cancellation  and,,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister,  the  privilege  of  obtaining  any 
further  or  other  permit  shall  be  withd'rawn. 

51.  Any  da'mage  done  .to  i'lnprovements  on  a 
forest  reserve  shall  be  repaired  by  the  person  re- 
sponsible for  such  damage  whether  the  damage  is 
the  result  of  his  own  action,  or  the  action  of  any 
person  employeel  by  him,  or  of  stock  owned  by  him. 

52.  When  it  is  considered  necessary  for  the 
prevention  of  injury  or  contam'ination  to  any 
sources  of  water-supply,  the  officer  In  charge  of 
the  reseiwe  may  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  its  protection  and  for  that  puri>ose  may 
pTOvide  for  the  exclusion  of  stock  therefrom  by 
fencing  or  otherwise. 

53.  Any  pei’ison  owning  or  leasing  uufenced;  land 
within  a forest  reserve  who  waives  'the  right  'to  the 
exclusive  use  of  such  land  m'Uy  be  granted  a per- 
mit free  of  dues  for  a number  of  stock  equal  to 
the  number  which  can  be  carried'  on  such  land 
under  the  regulations  for  granting  leases  for  graz- 
ing purposes  on  Dominion  lands,  namely',  one  head 
of  cattle  or  horses  for  each  twenty  acres. 

54.  Whenever  any  live-stock  association  whose 
■membership  includes  a majority  of  the  owner’s  of 
any  class  .of  live-stock  using  la  forest  reserve  or 
portion  thereof  shall  appoint  a committee,  an 
agreement  on  the  part  of  which  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  as.sociation,  snch  committee,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  director,  may  be  recognized:  as  an  ad- 
visory board  for  the  association,  and  shall  then  be 
entitled  to  receive  notice  of  proposed'  action  and 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  local  forest 
officer  in  reference  to  increase  or  decrease  in  the 
number  of  stock  to  be  allowed  for  any  year,  the 
division  of  the  range  between  different  classes  or 
S'tock  or  their  owners,  or  the  adoption  of  special 
rules  to  meet  local  conditions. 

Grazing  Trespass. 

55.  The  'Owner  of  any  stock  grazing  on  a forest 
reserve  without  a permit  shall  be  liable  to  at  least 
four  times  the  regulation  rate  of  dues  fur  the  num- 
ber of  stock  so  grazing  unless  he  can  establiish  that 
the  tresipass  was  made  without  wilful  intent,  in 
which  case  at  least  double  dares  shall  be  charged. 

Disposal  of  Hay. 

56.  Permits  for  cutting  wild  grass  for  hay  on 
forest  reserves  may  be  granted  by.  the  director  or 
any  officer  acting  under  his  instructions. 

57.  No  pei’imit  shall  be  granted  for  a 'period: 
greater  than  one  year,  and  no  permit  shall  be  trans- 
ferable. The  cutting  of  hay  shall  not  be  pei'initted 
before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July  in  any  year,  or 
such  other  date  .as  may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  forest  reserve. 

58.  Any  actual  settler  residing  in  the  vicinity  'of 
a foreeit  reserve  may  be  granted  a permit  for  hay 
for  use  by  stock  owned:  by  him  on  paying  therefor 
at  the  rate  of  10  cents  per  ton. 

(h.)  Pennits  may  be  granted  to  cut  hay  for 
barter  or  sale  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  'ton,  but 
such  pe'Emits  shall  not  be  granted  until  after  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  July  in  any  year,  or  such  other- 
date  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  in  charge  as 
provided  for  in  the  preceding  section. 

(c.)  The  fee  for  a permit  shall  be  25  cents. 
The  fee  and  dues  in  connection  with  a permit  muist 
be  paid  in  full  I)cfore  the  'permit  is  issued.,  and  all 
previous  permits  mu-st  have  been  returned. 

50.  Application  for  pei-mits  of  hay  may  be  re- 
ceived at  any  time  after  .the  first  day  of  January, 
and  permits  may  be  granted  at  any  time  after  the 
firet  day  of  rVipril. 

60.  In  case  two  or  more  applications  are  received 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  anj-  year  for 
'Permits  to  cut  hay  on  one  parx;el  of  land,  .the  officer- 
in  charge  of  the  forest  reiserve  s'hall  have  authority 
t'O  make  a division  among  tire  applicants  or  to  put 
up  the  right  to  a peinnit  to  tender. 

61.  Any  br-each  of  the  regulations  by  a permitte'e, 
or^  failure  to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve  or  of  the  forest 
ranger,  shall  render  the  permit  liable  to  cancella- 
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tioa  'and,  in  the  disicretion  of  the  Minister,  tbe 
privilege  'of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  permit 
shall  be  •\vithdra,\vii. 

Seizures. 

02.  All  hay  out  within  a forest  reserve  without 
proper  authority  shall  be  liable  to  seizure,  whether 
in  the  pci^seasion  of  the  person  by  whom  it  was 
cut  or  of  any  other  'person,  and  w’hether  it  has  or 
has  not  been  removed  from  the  rese'rve ; and  the 
person  by  whom  the  hay  wag  cut  shall,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Minister,  forfeit  all  right  to  obtain 
permit  Avithin  a forest  reserve  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  provided;  by  “ The  Forest  Reserve 
Act  ” or  by  these  regulations. 

(b.)  UulesAS  the  person  who  out  the  hay  can 
establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  otEcer  in  charge 
of  the  forest  reserve  that  the  cutting  was  done 
without  wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regulations, 
the  hay  shall  be  confiscated  and  may  be  disposed 
of  by  public  auction  after  proper  advertisement, 
and,  if  no  bid  equal  to  the  amount  due  the  Goyern- 
meut  is  received',  may  be  dds'poised  of  by  private 
gale. 

(e.)  If  it  is  established  that  'the  cutting  was 
done  without  wilful  intent  to  contravene  the  regula- 
tions, the  hay  may  be  releaged  on  payment  of  a 
fine  equivalent  to  at  least  double  dues  on  the  hay 
seized,  which  may  be  collected  whether  the  hay  is 
partly  covered  by  permit  or  not. 

03.  If  hay  has  been  cut  on  a forest  reserve  with- 
out authority,  and  harg  been  removed  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  foreS't  officei's,  the  person  responsible 
for  the  cutting,  whether  done  by  himself  or  some 
person  empl'Oj’ed  by  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a penalty 
of  not  less  than  .$1  and  not  exceeding  $3  for  each 
ton  of  hay  unlawfully  cut. 

(b.)  If  the  person  respongible  for  cutting  the 
hay  unlawfully  can  establish  .that  the  cutting  Avae 
done  without  intent  to  infringe  the  regulations,  he 
may  be  relieved  from  further  liability  by  the  Min- 
ister on  pa3’anent  of  at  least  double  dues  on  the 
quantity  cut,  as  determiuedi  by  the  forest  officer. 
Use  of  Lands  under  Lease  or  Permit. 

Gl.  The  Minister  is  authorized  to  lease  lands  for 
the  folloAving  puri>oses,  and  under  the  conditions 
hereinafter  provided : — 

(a.)'  iSurface  rights  for  mining  claimis. 

(b.)  'Schools,  churches,  club-houses,  sanitaria, 
and  cemeteries. 

(c.)  Summer  resort  lots. 

Conditions  governing  the  leasing  of  lauds  for 
above  purposes : — 

(a.)  The  owner  or  lessee  of  a mining  claim  may 
acquire  undier  isuch  form  of  lease,  and  on  such 
terms  as  maj-  be  approved  by  the  Minister,  such 
portion  of  the  surface  rights  on  landis  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  claim  as  is  necessary  for  the 
proper  working  of  the  mine,  the  term  of  the  lease 
not  to  exceed  the  term  of  the  lease  of  the  mining 
rights,  or  in  any  case  a tenm  of  twenty-one  yeai'ri. 

(b.)  Leases  of  surface  rights  may  be  granted  on 
such  conditions  and  for  any  period  not  exceeding 
twenty-one  years,  for  such  areas  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Minister  for  churches,  club-houses, 
ranitaria,  and  cemeteries,  and  may  be  renewed  for 
like  perimls  from  time  to  time,  if  the  coiulitions  of 
the  lease  have  been  complied  Avith. 

(e.)  Leases  for  building  lots  Avitliin  duly  estab- 
lished summer  res’orts,  on  such  foim  as  is  approved 
by  the  Minister,  may  be  granted  for  a period  of 
forty-two  years  renewable  in  like  periods  at  a 
rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister.  Such  rental 
shall  be  subject  to  rcadijustmeut  in  the  year  R)2G 
and  at  the  end  of  each  periml  of  ten  years  there- 
after. 

Before  a lease  is  issued  in  favour  of  any  appli- 
cAnt  he  shall  be  required  to  execute  an  agreement 
by  Avhich  he  Avill  undertake  to  erect  and  complete 
AA'ithin  one  year,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  forest 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve,  a building  for  resi- 
dential purpoe'es  according  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tions jireviously  approve<l'  b.v  the  said'  forest  officer, 
and  on  fiiirilment  of  the  term.s  of  the  agreement 
the  lease  shall  be  grantt'd.  'No  building  shall  be 
erected  or  used  for  other  than  residential  purposes 
except  by  special  authorization  of  the  Minister. 

(d.)  Leases  shall  not  be  transferable  Avithout 
the  written  consent  of  the  Minister, 


,03.  Permits  for  period.?  not  exceeding  one 
for  the  construction  of  buiklings,  fence's,  or 
workis  or  structures  on  forest  reserves  and  the 
occupation  of  the  lands  necessary  for  any  purp09e 
autlrorized  by  the  regulations  may  be  granted  by 
Ihe  director  or  any  other  officer  acting  undcr^  liis 
instructions,  subject  to  suich  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  Minister.  ^ The  Min- 
ister may  in  his  diiscretion  put  the  right  up  to 
tender. 

GO.  Permits  at  the  minimum  fee  of  25  cents  may 
be  granted — 

(a.)  To  hunters,  trappers,  prospector,  and 
fishermen  for  cabins. 

(h.)  To  grazing  permittees  for  cabins,  corrals, 
drift  fences,  stock-watering  tanks,  and  dipping-vat^. 

(c. ) To  lessees  of  lots  in  summer  resorts  in 
forest  reserves  for  boat-houses. 

((/.)  To  any  person,  or  number  of  perisons  co- 
operating AA’ho  hol'd  pro'per  AA’ater  records,  for  the 
construction  of  flumes,  d'ams,  or  other  structures  in 
forest  reserves,  to  be  used  to  obtain  Avater  for  irri- 
gating the  land  or  land's  of  such  person  or  persons, 
providied  that  no  coimpany  engaged  in  or  incorpor- 
ated for  the  purpoise  of  selling,  leasing,  or  other- 
Avise  disposing  of  laud  or  Avater  as  a commercial 
enterprise  shall  be  entitled  to  a permit  as  herein 
provided. 

(e.)  For  mill-sites,  logging- rail AAays,  tramAAays, 
flumes,  and  chutes  required  by  persons  authorized 
to  cut  timber  on  public  laud's. 

(/.)  For  AA’orkis  for  municipal  AA’ater  supplj’. 

Ig.)  For  roads  audi  trails. 

G7.  Permits  'at  a scale  of  fees  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Minister  may  be  granted' — 

(a.)  For  enclosing  pastures,  not  to  exceed  ex- 
cept in  the  Rocky  Mountains  Forest  Reserve, 
tAvent}’  acres  in  area. 

(b.)  For  sawmillts,  stopping-iplaces,  restaurants, 
stores,  summer-houses,  and  boat-houses,  and  for 
any  other  buildings  required  for  temporary  pur- 
poses. 

(c. ) For  irrigation  Avorks  not  otherAvise  pro- 
vided for. 

GS.  Permits  for  periodis  not  to  exceed  one  year 
for  the  cultivation  of  land  in  special  cases  approved 
by  the  Miuistei’,  where  it  is  uecessaiy  to  improve 
the  'production  of  feed  for  stock,  .may  be  granted 
on  such  terms  as  'maj-  be  determined  by  the 
Minister. 

Gl).  All  leases  and  permits  granted  under  thecae 
regulations  shall  be  issued  subject  to  the  right  of 
the  Minister  to  construct  or  authorize  the  con- 
struction of  mads,  trails,  or  telephone-lines  on  or 
across  the  lands  included  in  such  lease  or  permit, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  a reservation  of  a public 
shore  allowance  of  at  hast  sixty-six  feet  in  Avidtli, 
measured  from  high-Avater  mark  along  all  lakes, 
rivei’is,  or  streams. 

70.  Lessees  and  permittees  must  keep  their 
buildings  and  'premises  in  a neat  and.  sanitary  con- 
d'ition,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  regulations 
in  force  in  the  foro.st  reserves,  and  to  the  directions 
of  the  fororJt  officers  in  giving  effect  to  such  regula- 
1 ions. 

71.  In  such  portions  of  any  reserve  Avhere  re- 
strictions on  camping  are  determinetl  by  the  direc- 
tor to  be  necessary,  camping  shall  only  bo  permitted 
under  permit. 

72.  The  public  Avill  be  permitted,  to  picnic  in  the 
forest  rmerve  Avithout  special  permit,  but  Avhere 
land  is  specially  set  aside  for  thifs  imrpose  may  be 
required  to  use  such  land'  only. 

73.  .No  permit  granted  under  these  regulations 
shall  be  transferred  Avithout  the  consent  of  the 
Minister. 

74.  Any  permit  granted  under  these  regulations 
may  be  cancelled  for  failure  to  couqily  Avith  the 
conditions  on  Avhich  it  is  is<sned.  or  for  any  breach 
of  the  regulations  relating  to  fore.st  reserves. 

Sale  of  Lands. 

73.  The  Minister  may  establish  townsites  in 
forest  reserve's,  in  his  discretion  ; s>ul>divid'e  the 
toAvnsites  into  lots  and  sell  the  lots  at  ipublic 
auction,  fixing  ui)set  prices  and  terms  of  payment, 
subject  to  the  folloAving  conditions: 
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(«.)  AclvertisGiiK'iil  of  a r^ale  must  be  made  iu  a 
ne\vsi)apci'  circulating  iu  the  district,  at  least  thirti' 
(lays  before  tlie  <l.ate  of  the  sale. 

\(j.)  No  lot  shall  be  sold'  for  a less  amoiiut  lliaii 
the  upset  price  to  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  and 
given  in  the  advertisement. 

(c.)  The  sale  of  each  lot  sliall  be  subject  to  the 
purch'ar?er’s  entering  into  an  agreement  to  erect 
within  one  year  a building  satisfactory  to  the  forest 
ofliccr  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  Agreements  of  .vale 
shall  not  be  tranaferable.  Failure  to  fultil  this 
agreement  shall  render  the  sale  liable  to  cancella- 
tion. 

((/. ) If  the  townsite  iis  being  establiyhed  in  con- 
nection with  mining  or  other  industrial  operatiouiv, 
the  company  carrying  on  such  operations  may  be 
permitted  b3'  the  INIinister  to  purchas'e  such  number 
of  lots  as  maj'  be  nccessiarj’'  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  iu  connection  with  the  operations,  with- 
out restriction  as  to  the  buildings  on  individual 
lots. 

(c.)  A (Suitable  number  of  lots  may  be  reserved 
by  the  Minister  for  public  purposes'  and,  in  tire 
event  of  a municipality  being  organized,  may  in  the 
diivcretion  of  the  IMinisiter  be^  granted  to  such 
municipalit.v  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings. 

Hunting. 

TO.  In  any  portion  of  a forest  reserve  proclaimed 
as  a game  preserve,  no  game  shall  be  hunted,  taken, 
or  killed,  and  any  further  regulations  necessary  for 
this  purpoft'e  may  be  made  by  the  Minister. 

77.  Forest  officers  shall  have  authority  at  any 
time  to  destroy  predatory,  noxiou.^^,  or  dangerous 
animals. 

Fishing. 

78.  Fishing  in  any  olher  manner  than  by  angling 
and  tffdling  is  prohibited. 

(h.)  Angling  or  trolling  is  prohibited,  except 
under  permit. 

(c.)  Fvery  British  subject  resident  iu  the  Prov- 
ince for  which  it  is  i-a-iued,  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
angling  and  trolling  permit.  The  annual  fee  for 
such  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

{(I.)  Every  non-resident  shall  be  eligible  for  an 
angling  and  trolling  permit,  the  fee  on  which  shall 
be  one  dollar  for  a siingle  day,  or  five  dollars  for 
the  season. 

(c. ) I’ermittees  must  carry  their  permits  with 
them,  and  produce  tlunn  at  the  request  of  the  forest 
officer. 

if.)  Subject  to  the  provii-'ion?  and  restriclious  of 
these  regulations,  a permit  granted  under  the 
regulations  established  by  Order  in  Council  to 
govern  fisihing  outside  of  forest  reserves,  shall  en- 
title the  permittee  to  the  privih'ge  of  fishing  in  a 
forest  reserve. 

Clo.se  Season. 

7!).  The  following  close  seai-ions  are  e.«tablished 
for  the  l*rovince.«  of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  ; — 

((/.)  In  watei’s  in  that  ivortion  of  Alberta  north- 
ward from  the  international  boundary-line  to  and 
including  the  Buw  Ki\'(>r  and  its  tributaries,  no  one 
shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling  or 
Pocky  Mountain  whitefisili  from  the  1st  day  of 
November  in  each  year  to  the  ROth  day  of  .lime 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(Ii.)  On  the  Red.  Deer  River  ami  its  tributaries, 
and  the  North  Saskatchewan  River  and  itn  tribu- 
tarie.s,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any 
ti-out,  gra.yling,  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefidi  from 
the  Ls't  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  IJBIh 
day  of  -Vpril  following,  both  da.vs  inclusive. 

(c*.)  In  the  Athabaska  River  and  its  tributaries, 
no  one  .‘•ihall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  trout,  gray- 
ling. or  Rocky  Mountain  whitidish  from  the  1st  day 
of  November  in  (mch  year  till  the  Rlst  day  of  May 
following,  both  daj'iJ  inclusive. 

(<l.)  In  waters  frcaiuented  by  lake  trout  no  one 
shall  fish.  for.  catch,  or  kill  any  trout  from  the  l.'-d 
day  of  ^September  in  each  ^-ear  till  the  :>l)th  of 
Ajiril  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

SO.  In  forest  resei'ves  in  the  Province  of  I’ritish 
'Columbia  no  pm'son  .vjiall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill 
any  trout  from  the  1st  day  of  Noviunber  to  the 
loth  day  of  .lune  following,  both  day.s  inclusive. 


■Size  i.imit. 

81.  No  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  grayling, 
or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefir-b  les.v  than  nine  inches 
in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water, 
and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  le.ss 
than  the  minimum  measurement  named — which 
measurement  sihall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to 
the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the 
water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and  unin- 
jured. 

(h.)  No  lake  trout  letSiS  than  fifteen  inches  in 
length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  'out  of  the  water, 
and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  lesis 
than  the  mini'mum  measurement  named — which 
measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to 
the  centre  of  the  tail — ^shall  return  such  fish,  to  the 
water  from  which  it  was  take'ii,  alive  and  unin- 
jured. 

Per  Diem  Catch. 

'82.  No  one  I'lhall  iu  one  daj'  catch  and  retain 
more  than  twentj'-five  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow 
trout,  or  Rocky  iNhountain  whitefisb,  or  of  the 
different  species  named  than  will  iu  the  aggregate 
amount  ot  more  than  twenty-five  fish. 

(h.)  No  one  shall  catch  and  retain  more  than 
ten  lake  trout  iu  one  day. 

(c.)  No  one  shall  in  one  day  by  angling  or 
trolling  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-five  pike 
(jackfish),  pickerel  (dore'),  or  of  either  of  these 
tS'pt'cieiJ  than  will  iu  the  aggregate  amount  to  more 
than  twenty-five. 

Fishing  Gear. 

'S3.  No  one  shall  use  in  angling  or  trolling  a gang 
of  hook.s,  and  in  angling  not  more  than  three  hooks 
shall  be  used  on  any  line,  which  ishall  be  a sufficient 
distance  apart  to  prevent  a fish  being  hooked  on 
more  than  one  at  the  same  time. 

iS4.  iNo  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in 
the  middle  and  south  forks  of  Highwood  'Kivt-r, 
Trout  Creek,  and  Wiillow  Creek  and  their  tribu- 
taries until  July  1,  1914. 

b-l.  The  Minister  may  close  au\-'  stream  from 
fishing  for  such  term  as  irs  necessary,  and  may  also 
prohibit  ca'inping  on  such  streams.

Rule  70. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legi.slalion  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1807,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  I’elegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour.  Canal,  Lock.  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  (’omiiany;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 


viduals auj'  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  oi 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  oi 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  anj'  former  Act,-— 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearlj'  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and,

Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  (his  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented'  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Rill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices 
published.  'Such,  publication  to  be  prowd  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.

If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  da3"s  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid’  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
huiulml  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned.
